Orillia is contending against a proix>sal by the 
C.P.R. to give up its line through that town and 
abandon it to the tender mercies of the C. N. R. 
Apparently in pursuance of parliament's and the 
country's wish that the railways should eliminate 
duplication, the two railways have agreed that 
the C.P.H. should abandon this particular line. 
Several of Orillia*s industries, which ship almost 
entirely by rail, object, and the town has pro- 
posed that the C.P.R. abandon its line but obtain 
running rights over the Cff.lL lines. The Packet 
and Times would go even further, and agree to 
complete withdrawal of the C.P.R., provided that 
Orillia shippers could retain the advantage of 
C.P.R. freight rates to C.P.R. points. "While 
there are two distinct railway .systems, an indus- 
trial town of the size and importance of Orillia 
cannot afford to forgo the advantages inherent in 
having them both available to its manufacturers 
and commercial houses. The ideal arrangement 
would be real co-operation, under which all 
freight rates would be based on the shortest haul 
possible, as through traffic, irrespective of what 
lines were used." 

Orillia apparently makes more use of the 
railways than most towns today, for the Packet 
and Times says that two firms do 100 per cent 
of their shipping by rail, two others do over !tf) 
per cent by rail, and a fifth does over 80 per cent. 
One reason that the use of the railways is so 
heavy in Orillia may be that freight rates are 
lower at a competitive point, though that doesn't 
seem likely with all the co-operation that exists 
between the two systems.

My companion says, "Why do 
people segregate themselves and 
live in such small homes any- 
way?"

Was Active In Church 

Where Funeral Held 

Today 

With the death of Morlcy L. 
Andrews, Aurora suffered the 
loss of one of its best known 
figures and most faithful public 
servants. He died suddenly at 
York county hospital, Newmar- 
ket Mr. Andrews had been in 
ill health for the past few years, 
and only on Monday of* last week 
commenced a three months leave 
of absence from the town clerk's 
office. He was in his 60th year. 

Mr, Andrews came of pioneer 
York county stock. His father 
was the late James J. Andrews 
and his mother was before her 
marriage, Melina Davis. He was 
born in Vaughan township and 

attended public school at Snow- 
ball and received his secondary 
education at Aurora high school. 

He married Alma Stephens of 
Newmarket and spent some 
years fanning in western Canada 
at Reston, Man. On his return 
to the cast, he lived in Newmar- 
ket, and enme to Aurora about 
25 years ago. where he con- 
ducted a coal, wood, and lumber 
business for many years. 

Always a keen student of 
public affairs, Mr. Andrews soon 
took public office. He was 
first elected school trustee and 
served as chairman of the board 
on more than one occasion. 

Later he was elected to the 
municipal council and for seven 
terms was returned to office, 
heading, at one time or other, 
every municipal department and 
obtaining an insight into the 
affairs of the town surpassed by 
no one. 

On the death of C. A. Pclclu 
he retired from council to accept 
the office of town clerk, and for 
13 years as clerk, and one year 
as assistant he was always to be 
found at the clerk's office, with 
local affairs at his fingertips. 
During his time many important 
changes were inaugurated in the 
town offices and the system in 
vogue was entirely modernized. 
For ten years he carried on alone 
the heavy duties of the office. 
He was recognized throughout 
York county as one of the lead- 
ing authorities on municipal 
law and procedure. 

lie was a member of Rising 

Sun Masonic lodge and of Aur- 
ora No. t-tft I.O.D.E. He held 
from time to time every office 
among the Oddfellows and iris 
lodge work was a model of per- 
fection and dignity. He was

honored by being elected Worthy 
Grand Patriarch of the Grand 
Encampment of Ontario by his 
brethren throughout Ontario. His 
yon, Oscar, is the present N. G. 
of the lodge. 

Reading, bridge, and bowling 
were Mr. Andrews* chief means 
of recreation. There was prob- 
ably no person in Aurora re-. 
garded as a better player or 
authority on bridge. He was 
secretary of the Aurora lawn 
bowling club at the time of his 
death. 

For many years he played an 
active part in Ihe affairs of the 
Aurora United church, where the 
funeral service was held today* 
He was a member of the session 
and one of, the board of tnustces.;. 
The funeral service was in the 
charge of the pastor. Rev. Dr. E. 
J. Thompson, and Hon. Flight Lt. 
Hov. G. O. Lighlbourn. The 
music was under the direction of 
David Ouch tor tony of St. 
Andrew's College.
